Rights of ear- SECTION 1. Any person charged with the execu- 
veytne parties. tion of a survey, or any part thereof, authorized by the 

laws of the congress of the United States, may enter • 
upon lands within this state for the purpose of explor-
ing, triangulating, running lines of level, surveying, 
and doing any other act which may be necessary to 
carry out the objects of said laws, and may erect any 
signals, temporary observatories or other small frame 
buildings, and establish permanent marks of stations, 
and encamp upon said lands, doing no unnecessary in-
jury thereby.
